Bryans two failures New Yorkers say
have put him out of the running not to
mention his attitude on government own-
ership of railroads idea Hearst they de-
clare will not again seek the nomination
Therefore Chanler in their opinion is
the most available Democratic condklate

Lieut Gov Chanler inherited a large

fortune from the Asters Despite his
wealth he hag steadfastly carved out a
p yiitlcul career and has also shown much
ability as a lawyer He Is known a
good mixer and is retarded as one of
the most effective stump speakers in
New York He is four years older them
was William J Bryan when Bryan was
first nominated for the Presidency

Heretofore the Actors have never been
identified prominently with polities but
Chanters say that members of
his family are all in hearty accord with
his political plans They declare that
this means that the Astor fortune one of
the greatest fortunes in the world will

sovereign

It is unnecessary to detract from the
great work King Edward has accom-
plished In behalf of peace during the
put four years if it is pointed out that
the causes of international friction have
not yet been entirely banished by the
tact and skill of this ablest of modern
monarch He lees preserved the peace
of the world through a most trying crisis
a crisis not yet finished which Involves
a substantial regrouping of the great
powers and the readjustment of many
conflicting interests

His achievement front the point of view
of the preservation of the worlds peace
is great but It Is still greater from the
point of view of British patriotism He
has successfully piloted the British em-

pire from a position of splendid but dan-
gerous Isolation to one of allied or
friendly companionship with mankind

May Control Issue
No serious international dispute can DOW

arise in which England will not be ahje
to turn the scale with almost overwhelm-
ing weight to one side or the other She
CIt compel disputants to compromise or
arbitrate or hi the event of refusal she
can so Influence the attitude of the other
powers as almost to control the issue

To do all this King Edward has
need some interests in Africa in the near
and far East which have boon regarded
heretofore as important but he has gained
for his empire a position which at pres-
ent at all events is impregnable

This position carries with it one recom-
pense much to be desired lid which nil
the world has recently begun to seek
namely to limit the crushing expense of
armaments
